William  Fowler  moved  and  it  was 
seconded  that  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  4.  Mr.  Dargue  made  the  motion  and  it  was 
seconded  to  accept  Article  4  as  read.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  5.  Fred  Scheyer  moved  the  Article  be 
accepted  as  read. 

William  Fowler  moved  and  it  was  seconded  to  amend 
the  Article  by  striking  out  the  last  part,  having  the  Article 
read  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  Moulton 
Lane,  so-called." 

Moderator  White  read  the  amended  article.  "To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  Moulton  Lane, 
so-called."  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  6.  Charles  Keiling  made  the  motion  which 
was  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as  read.

Items  asked  to  be  held  were— Town  Officers  Expenses, 
Expenses  Town  Hall  and  Town  Buildings,  Reappraisal  of 
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Property,  Police  Department,  Blister  Rust  and  Care  of 
Trees,  Town  Dump  &  Garbage  Removal,  Town 
Maintenance-Winter,  New  Equipment  Fire  Department, 
Long  Term  Notes. 

Town  Officers  Expense;  Mrs.  Luther  questioned  the 
$550.00  voted  on  in  Article  8  being  adequate  for  the 
pamphlet. 

Mr.  Peck  made  a  motion  and  it  was  seconded  to  accept 
the  $8,500.00  for  Town  Officer's  Expenses.  It  was  a  vote. 

Town  Hall  and  Town  Buildings;  Maurice  Kierstead 
moved  and  was  seconded  that  the  article  be  accepted  as 
read.  It  was  a  vote. 

Reappraisal  of  Property;  Mr.  Martel  made  a  motion  to 
place  the  $6,000  being  asked  for  and  the  $6,000 
previously  voted  for  reappraisal,  making  a  total  of 
$12,000.  be  put  in  a  trust  fund  to  gather  interest  until 
such  time  as  these  funds  were  needed  to  reappraise  Town 
property.  It  was  seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

Blister  Rust  and  Care  of  Trees:  Harlan  Carter  made  a 
motion  to  remove  the  $750.00  from  the  budget  if  it  was 
not  needed.  It  was  not  a  vote.  Mr.  Fowler  moved  and  it 
was  seconded  to  accept  the  $750.00  as  recommended  by 
the  Budget  Committee.  A  count  of  hands  was  asked  for. 
Mr.  Percy  Rogers  counted  on  the  right  side  of  the 
auditorium,  Mr.  Cummings  on  the  left.  Final  count  101 
for  and  99  against. 

Town  Dump  and  Garbage  removal:  Harlan  Carter's 
question  was  answered  by  Byron  Kirby,  stating  they  were 
aware  of  the  Pollution  Laws  and  had  appointed  a 
committee  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  having  to 
purchase  land.  Mr.  Fowler  made  a  motion  which  was 
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seconded  to  appropriate  the  $4,000.  as  read.  It  was  a  vote. 

Town  Maintenance- Winter:  Mr.  Peck  made  a  motion 
which  was  seconded  to  change  the  amount  from  $12,000. 
to  $15,000.  It  was  a  vote. 

Equipment  for  Fire  Department:  Mr.  Claverie  stated 
that  there  was  $629.06  that  had  accured  from  interest  and 
made  a  motion  to  approve  the  $629.06.  It  was  seconded. 
It  was  a  vote. 

Long  Term  Notes:  Mr.  Claverie  made  a  motion  that  the 
current  balance  of  $5,436.53  in  Capital  Reserve  Fund  No. 
5  be  applied  to  reduce  the  Fire  Station  and  Pumper  Note. 
It  was  seconded.  It  was  a  vote.  Total  Budget  $199,160.02. 

ARTICLE   12.  As  there  was  no  other  business  to 
legally  come  before  the  meeting  it  was  dissolved  at  9:45. 
Polls  closed  at  10:00  P.M.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  year  1969  found  town  officials  faced  with  new 
legislation  enacted  by  the  1969  Legislature  in  regard  to 
pollution  and  sign  control.  In  addition,  legislation  enacted 
by  the  1967  Legislature  concerning  the  lowering  of  the 
residency  requirement  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Act  has 
caused  increased  expenditures  in  this  and  the  Health  and 
Hospital  accounts,  since  more  individuals  are  now  eligible 
for  benefits. 

The  revaluation  of  property  in  North  Hampton  was 
begun  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  in  the  fall  of  the  year 
and  is  proceeding  on  schedule.  The  1970  tax  bills  will 
reflect  the  results  of  the  revaluation. 

Overall  line  budget  items  were  held  closely  to 
recommended  and  approved  Budget  Committee  figures 
even  though  labor  and  material  costs  increased 
substantially  during  the  year. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thaiik  those  Department  Heads 
who  were  directly  involved  with  the  fluctuating  costs  for 
maintaining  expenditures  within  their  respective  budgets. 
Fine  cooperation  was  received  by  the  Selectmen  from  all 
departments  concerned  with  expending  town  funds,  so 
that  the  maximum  potential  could  be  realized  from  every 
available  dollar. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  those  who  gave  so 
willingly  of  their  time  to  serve  on  various  committees 
which  are  necessary  to  the  management  of  town  business. 
I  personally  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Byron  L.  Kirby  and  Mr. 
Maurice  E.  Kierstead  for  their  assistance  whenever  the 
response  required  sacrifices  beyond  the  scheduled 
requirements.

Said  fig- 
ures, after  deducting  all  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Zoning 
Inspectors  or  other  issuing  authority,  shall  be  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Treasurer.

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NORTH  HAMPTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Report  of  1969 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  61  emergency 
calls,  for  various  causes  and  of  these  calls  9  were  Mutual 
Aid  to  other  towns,  Rye,  Hampton,  Greenland, 
Portsmouth,  Newcastle,  and  Plum  Island,  Newburyport. 

There  were  no  major  fires  in  Town  during  the  year 
but  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  every  fire  could  be  a 
major  loss  if  not  caught  in  time. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  principal  and  teachers,  a 
fire  drill  and  demonstration  was  put  on  at  the  school 
playground  for  the  children  during  fire  prevention  week. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Firemen's  Association  and 
the  Ladies  Auxiliary,  a  new  alerting  system  was 
installed.  Under  the  new  system,  each  man  has  a  radio 
alert  receiver  in  his  home,  a  tone  is  put  out  from  the  fire 
station  over  the  radio,  alerting  each  receiver,  the  man  on 
duty  then  tells  just  where  and  what  the  emergency  is. 
Also  a  500G.P.M.  front  end  pump  was  acquired  for  the 
new  tank  truck,  greatly  increasing  the  efficiency  of  this 
piece  of  apparatus.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too 
many  fires.  Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding 
smoking  material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused 
most  of  the  fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would 
be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that 
govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these 
laws  follow : 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an 
incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own 
property  with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On 
another's  property  with  written  permission  of  the 
landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The 
Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area. 
Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain 
National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  office 
or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in 
public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have 
been  built  for  this  purpose. 
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Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  willfully  or 
recklessly  that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the 
maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's 
imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1) 
above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near 
woodland.  Maximum  fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

Trustees  and  taxpayers  alike  are  indebted  to  seven 
public-spirited  men  who  offered  to  paint  the  outside  of 
the  library.  The  following  worked  a  total  of  eighty-seven 
hours:  David  Case,  Fred  Scheyer,  R.  Scott  Higgins, 
Steven  Murad,  Lynn  F.  Johnson,  Robert  J.  Dunkle  and 
Stephen  H.  Dunkle.  This  made  it  possible  to  show  a 
balance  of  more  than  $350.00  in  the  treasury  which  will 
be  used  to  reduce  the  1970  budget. 

The  Bush  and  Bud  Garden  Club  improved  the 
planting  in  front  of  the  library  and  voted  to  provide 
continuing  care  and  improvement  to  their  project.  They 
also  decorated  the  library  at  Christmas. 

Lilacs  were  planted  by  the  Woman's  Club  and  library 
staff  and  trustees  in  memory  of  Norman  Leavitt,  the 
Girl  Scouts  contributing  the  labor. 

National  Library  Week  activities,  sponsored  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library,  included  Book  Reviews  by 
Marion  Rudkin,  an  evening  program  "Meeting  Houses 
and  Churches  of  Early  New  England"  by  Mr.  Edward  G. 
Wood  and  a  story  hour  for  pre-school  children  by  Else 
Minarik. 

The  Friends  entertained  Friends'  groups  from 
surrounding  towns  at  a  Valentine  Coffee  where  Mrs. 
Edward  G.  Wood  gave  a  talk,  with  exhibits,  on  the 
"Osborn  Potters." 

In  June,  the  third  annual  Strawberry  Festival  and 
Country  Auction  attracted  a  larger  attendance  than  ever 
before.  Mr.  Herbert  Dyer  once  again  was  auctioneer. 

The   Friends  renewed  their  membership  drive.  The 
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building  fund  has  reached  a  total  of  $2,580.00  and  the 
Memorial  Fund  $153.96. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.  H.  Library  Trustee's 
Association,  Dorothy  Colbeth,  Chairman  of  the  North 
Hampton  Friends,  won  a  certificate  of  merit  as  New 
Hampshire's  Most  Outstanding  Friend  of  the  Library  for 
1969. 

The  Library  has  received  many  fine  books  as 
Memorial  Gifts  during  the  past  year.  The  Woman's  Club 
added  books  in  honor  of  charter  members  to  their 
Memorial  Shelves  as  a  Community  Achievement 
Program.

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1969  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
NORTH  HAMPTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


In  compliance  with  R.  S.  Z.  36-A:2  the  commission 
submits  the  following  report  to  the  voters  of  the  town 
of  North  Hampton:  During  the  past  year  this 
commission  became  involved  in  these  activities: 

1.  The  third  annual  Clean-Up  Day  was  held 
successfully  in  April  in  conjunction  with  the 
Governor's  state- wide  clean-up  campaign.  The 
Commission  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  all 
who  cooperated  on  this  project. 

2.  The  Commission  was  represented  at  the  public 
hearings  on  the  proposed  nuclear  power  plant  in 
Seabrook.  Much  information  was  gathered  on  the 
effects  of  such  a  facility  on  area  marshlands; 
members  voiced  reservation  at  this  time  on  the 
advisability  of  the  planned  location  of  such  a  plant. 

3.  In  August  the  Commission  sponsored  the  showing 
of  two  films,  "So  Little  Time"  and  "Spying  on  N. 
H.  Wildlife"  at  the  Farragut  Playhouse.  The 
exhibition  was  open  to  the  public  and  was  well 
received. 

4.  The  Commission  continues  to  be  concerned  about 
the  filling  and  dredging  of  the  marshlands.  We  have 
carried  on  much  correspondence  with  the  state 
agencies  on  this  subject,  but  so  far  have  seen  little 
evidence  of  efforts  to  enforce  existing  regulations. 

5.  A    guest   speaker   at    one    meeting— Mrs.    Charles 
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Tallman  of  Rye,  explained  proposals  for  the 
development  of  Odiornes  Point  State  Park  in  Rye 
and  invited  our  participation.  A  walking  tour  was 
held  and  suggestions  for  park  use  are  being 
solicited. 

6.  The  Commission  has  been  represented  at  area 
meetings  on  pollution  control,  zoning,  and  the 
Governor's  Conference  on  natural  resources. 

The  Selectmen  asked  the  Commission  to  study  the 
dump  situation  because  by  law  North  Hampton  will  be 
required  to  stop  burning  by  1974. 

Following  are  the  Commissions  recommendations 
regarding  the  town  dump : 

1.  Immediate 

A.  Erecting  a  fence  and  gate  on  roadside  at  present 
dump 

B.  Opening  the  dump  during  specified  hours  only 

C.  Engaging  an  attendant  at  the  dump  during  these 
hours 

D.  Issuing  auto  stickers  for  town  residents  using  the 
dump 

E.  Enforcement  of  regulations  governing  town  dump 

2.  Future  Planning 

A.  Purchase    of    suitable    land   and   equipment   for 
sanitary  land  fill,  or 

B.  Contracting  for  this  service  with  private  concern. 

The  commission  will  continue  to  study  the  sanitary 
land  fill  procedure.  They  will  report  to  the  selectmen  as 
to     a    suitable     location     for     a    future    dump.    This 
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information  will  be  presented  to  the  townspeople  for 
their  consideration  at  a  later  date.

During  the  past  year,  the  North  Hampton  Ambulance 
Corps  received  141  requests  for  assistance.  Several  of 
these  calls  resulted  in  trips  to  Manchester,  N.  H.  and 
Boston,  Massachusetts. 

Late  in  the  summer  a  newer  model  Pontiac 
Ambulance  was  purchased  to  replace  the  original  and 
older  vehicle. 

Another  major  purchase  was  a  new  automatic 
one-man  operated  stretcher,  which  just  about  completes 
any  necessary  equipment  for  a  modern  ambulance. 

The  ambulance  "crews"  are  now  permanently 
assigned,  with  twenty-four  hour,  seven  day  a  week 
coverage  for  the  town.  We  would,  of  course,  welcome 
any  persons  interested  in  becoming  active  members 
either  attendants  or  drivers. 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  both  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  for  their  assistance  on  several  occasions. 

We  wish  also  to  thank  the  many  townspeople  and  the 
summer  residents  who  so  generously  have  donated 
"extra"  money  to  our  treasury,  thus  making  our  service 
possible  to  all.  Their  thoughtfulness  and  kindness  is 
deeply  appreciated. 

You  may  be  assured  that  the  North  Hampton 
Ambulance  Corps  will  extend  to  the  Town,  the  swiftest 
and  most  professional  First  Aid  assistance  possible 
during  the  coming  year  and  we  hope,  for  years  to  come.

Your  visiting  Nurse  Association  has  been  in  operation 
since  July  of  1969. 

To  date  we  have  made  1157  active  calls.  We  started  in 
with  one  full  time  nurse  and  a  part  time  Supervisor 
nurse.  In  August  our  office  was  staffed  four  days  a 
week,  and  by  December  we  found  it  necessary  to  hire 
another  part  time  nurse. 

In  the  fall  we  assisted  at  two  Clinics.  The  measles 
Clinic  was  held  in  October  and  63  Hampton  children 
from  kindergarten  through  eighth  grades  received  the 
vaccine.  There  were  19  children  from  North  Hampton, 
21  in  Sea*brook,  and  9  in  Hampton  Falls.  In  December 
we  held  the  German  Measles  Clinic  for  kindergarten 
through  first  grade.  49  North  Hampton  children 
received  this  vaccine,  213  Hampton  children,  38  from 
Seabrook,  and  20  from  Hampton  Falls.  There  is  a  great 
shortage  of  the  German  Measles  vaccine  so  the  State 
designated  the  age  group  to  receive  this.  When  more  is 
available  we  plan  to  continue  the  immunization 
program. 

The  largest  number  of  our  patients  are  in  the 
Medicare  age  group,  though  we  have  made  76  visits  to 
new  mothers  and  their  babies.  Many  of  our  patients 
have  cardiac  problems  or  are  CVA  victims.  We  provide 
many  and  varied  services  such  as  baths,  injections, 
dressing  changes,  any  nursing  ordered  by  your  Doctor, 
and  health  instruction  for  all  age  groups.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools  in  the  town  of  North 
Hampton.  As  in  years  past  we  still  find  ourselves  in  the 
midst  of  vast  and  sweeping  changes  in  public  school 
education.  We  are  living  in  an  era  of  public  concern  for 
quality  education.  We  have  always  been  concerned 
about  education  but  there  is  an  awareness,  a  sincere 
interest,  a  healthy  curiosity  to  get  to  know  why  and 
how. 

A  good  education  is  costly.  Those  of  us  who  are 
taxpayers  know  this  fact  all  too  well  especially  the  New 
Hampshire  taxpayer.  Local  property  taxes  cannot  be 
expected  to  continue  to  bear  such  heavy  burdens.  We 
must  receive  more  financial  assistance  from  the  State  if 
the  job  is  to  be  done  right.  Another  source  of  financial 
assistance  to  schools  is  the  Federal  Government.  This 
source  is  entering  on  stage  rather  belatedly.  In  1968-69 
the  Federal  Government  paid  only  8.1  percent  of  the 
cost  of  public  elementary  and  secondary  education. 
True,  money  is  not  the  only  answer  to  all  of  the 
challenges  we  face  in  education,  but  without  it  we  can 
never  expect  to  find  out  what  the  answer  might  be. 

Many  of  you  will  recall  the  recent  public  school 
shut-downs  due  to  lack  of  funds.  This  is  a  sad  state  of 
affairs  when  thousands  of  children  are  deprived  of 
receiving  their  education. 

The  schools  in  this  supervisory  union  have  been 
experiencing  an  upward  gain  in  enrollment  which  has 
necessitated  the  formation  of  several  advisory 
committees  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  study  school 
needs.  This  advisory  committee  works  with  school 
board  members  and  school  administrators  in  projecting 
enrollments,      inspecting      present      school      facilities, 
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gathering  data  on  land  acquisition,  and  reviewing  school 
programs  in  this  age  of  change.  The  work  of  such 
committees  is  tedious,  time  consuming,  but  most 
important.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
publicly  thank  all  of  those  citizens  who  unselfishly  give 
of  themselves  so  that  school  needs  for  the  future  might 
be  realistically  studied  and  brought  out  into  the  open. 

On  October  first  the  superintendent's  office  moved 
from  86  High  Street  to  its  newly  built  quarters  on 
Landing  Road  just  opposite  the  front  entrance  of 
Winnacunnet  Cooperative  High  School.  Needless  to  say, 
this  move  was  most  necessary  and  we  appreciate  the 
new  suite  of  offices.  Our  public  open  house  was  held 
and  I  feel  that  those  who  visited  us  were  pleased  with 
the  building.  To  those  who  did  not  come  to  our  open 
house,  I  extend  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  visit  us  at 
your  convenience.  The  office  is  open  from  8:00  A.M. 
until  5:00  P.M.  daily,  including  those  days  when  schools 
are  not  in  session. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  written  we  are  in  the  midst 
of  preparing  nine  budgets,  eight  school  district  budgets 
and  one  supervisory  union  budget.  This  is  no  simple  task 
and  takes  many  long  hours  on  the  part  of  your  school 
board  members  and  administrators. 

In  mid-November  a  public  hearing  on  the  preliminary 
supervisory  union  budget  was  held  in  North  Hampton  in 
compliance  with  a  new  legislative  edict.  There  were 
approximately  forty  people  present,  twenty -two  of 
whom  were  school  board  members.  Eight  others  in 
attendance  were  school  administrators.  The  complete 
supervisory  union  budget  was  aired,  questions  asked  and 
answered. 
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Another  new  piece  of  legislation  which  has  not  been 
used  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  21  to  date  deals  with  the 
procedures  necessary  in  getting  voter  approval  of  bond 
issues  of  $20,000  or  more.  Under  the  new  law  a  public 
hearing  is  required,  to  be  held  at  least  fifteen  days  prior 
to  the  March  annual  school  district  meeting.  Notice  of 
this  hearing  must  be  posted  at  least  fifteen  days  in 
advance.  The  amount  of  the  bond  issue  as  well  as  the 
warrant  article  must  be  fixed  at  the  hearing  by  the 
governing  body.  When  the  polls  open  on  the  scheduled 
day  in  March  all  registered  voters  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  vote  on  the  bond  issue.  Each  voter  will 
be  given  a  ballot  with  the  specific  article  and  amount 
proposed  printed  thereon.  As  usual,  a  two-thirds 
majority  of  all  those  voting  is  required  in  order  for  final 
passage.  The  significant  difference  with  this  procedure 
as  against  the  former  law  is  that  it  does  not  limit  the 
voting  to  just  those  who  attend  the  March  school 
district  meeting.  If  the  bond  issue  is  defeated  the  whole 
procedure  must  be  followed  again. 

I  have  been  keenly  interested  in  the  non-graded 
instituted  at  the  North  Hampton  School  this  year.  With 
this  type  of  change  comes  many  difficult  problems  to 
solve,  all  of  which  are  not  resolved  at  this  writing. 
However,  I  think  it  commendable  that  your  staff  has  the 
willingness  to  give  this  program  the  many  necessary 
hours  of  planning  and  research. 

Like  so  many  other  schools  in  Supervisory  Union  21, 
classroom  space  for  future  enrollment  growth  is  a 
problem  that  must  be  studied  with  intensity  as  well  as 
with  rapidity.  The  school  board  members  and 
administrators  are  already  quite  aware  of  the  situation 
and  have  been  devoting  much  time  to  the  problem. 

As  in  the  past,  I  have  prepared  several  statistics  which 
follow  my  report. 
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It  has  been  a  rewarding  year,  a  year  filled  with  its 
anxious  moments.  I  have  been  pleased  that  our  staff  of 
professionals  has  been  looking  into  promising  programs 
and  practices  and  has  been  adapting  these  to  fit  local 
needs.  In  closing  may  I  point  out  that  the  schools 
belong  to  you  and  urge  that  you  visit  them  often.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School 
Board  of  North  Hampton : 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
School  Health  Program  in  North  Hampton  for  the 
school  year  1968-69. 

School  nursing  has  become  a  highly  specialized 
service  contributing  to  the  process  of  education.  The 
professional  nurse  with  her  experience  and  knowledge 
of  the  changing  growth  and  behavioral  patterns  of 
children  is  in  a  unique  position  in  the  school  setting  to 
assist  the  children  in  acquiring  health  knowledge,  in 
developing  attitudes  conducive  to  healthful  living,  and 
in  meeting  their  needs  resulting  from  disease,  accidents, 
congenital  defects,  or  psychosocial  maladjustments. 

Nursing  provided  as  part  of  a  school  program  for 
children  is  a  direct,  constructive,  and  effective  approach 
to  the  building  of  a  healthful  and  dynamic  society. 

The  following  routine  procedures  were  carried  out 
during  the  year: 

Tuberculin  tests  were  administered  to  all  school 
personel  and  the  pupils  in  grade  one.  A  total  of  103 
Heaf  tests  were  administered.  All  pupil  results  were 
negative.  Members  of  the  staff  with  a  known  positive 
reaction  received  chest  x-rays.  Flu  vaccine  was 
administered  to  members  of  the  staff  if  they  wished  to 
receive  it.  A  total  of  twenty-four  injections  for  flu  were 
given. 

All  pupils  in  all  grades  were  weighed,  measured,  and 
had  vision  and  hearing  tests.  Inspections  of  teeth,  hair, 
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posture,  and  general  cleanliness  were  done  on  all  pupils. 
There  were  fourteen  visual  defects  found  and  corrected. 
Three  hearing  problems  were  found  and  also  corrected. 

Dr.  Sidney  Baker,  school  physician,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Hugo  Hochschild  performed  routine  physical 
examinations  on  pupils  in  grades  one,  four,  and  seven. 
All  boys  participating  in  extra-curricula  sports  activities 
also  received  physical  examinations.  A  total  of  225 
pupils  were  examined.  There  were  forty-eight  defects 
found  and  thirty-four  were  correctable.  Urine  tests  for 
sugar  and  albumin  were  done  in  grades  one,  four,  and 
seven  as  part  of  the  physical  examination. 

The  Speech  Clinic,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center  was  held  one-half  day 
a  week.  One  hundred  three  pupils  were  evaluated, 
twenty-two  pupils  attended  weekly  speech  therapy 
classes. 

On  May  21,  1969  a  clinic  was  held  to  register  pupils 
for  the  incoming  first  grade.  Seventy-eight  pupils 
registered  on  that  day.  All  children  were  weighed, 
measured,  had  vision  and  hearing  checked.  They  also 
received  a  dental  examination  by  a  dental  hygienist 
from  the  Bureau  of  Dental  Health,  Dept.  of  Health  and 
Welfare.  Children  suspected  of  having  speech  defects 
were  evaluated  by  the  Speech  Therapist. 

Emergency  care  of  the  sick  and  the  injured  involves 
more  time  as  the  enrollment  increases.  The  total  number 
of  first  aid  procedures  administered  by  me  was  2,179. 
The  notification  of  parents  when  students  are  ill  or 
injured  is  also  time  consuming.  The  number  of  home 
contacts  and  home  visits  made  by  me  during  the  year 
was  429. 
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Health  education  is  an  important  part  of  the  total 
school  program.  The  school  nurse  is  available  as  a 
consultant  to  the  staff  in  planning  all  aspects  of  the 
health  program.  I  am  available  to  assist  the  teachers  with 
the  use  of  materials,  to  assist  in  the  planning  and 
organization  of  health  education  classes  and  to  aid  in 
curriculum  development,  as  well  as  teaching  some  units. 

Medical  Self-Help  classes  were  held  in  Grade  8.  There 
were  sixty-three  pupils  participating  in  this  course.  A 
basic  first  aid  course  was  held  in  Grade  6  with  fifty-eight 
pupils  participating.  Other  health  classes  were  held  at 
various  grade  levels  in  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the 
classroom  teachers.  Various  health  topics  were 
covered— among  them  were  nutrition,  drug  education, 
dental  health,  personal  hygiene,  human  growth,  safety, 
and  family  living. 

Health  education  classes  are  designed  to  help  each 
child  develop  the  knowledge,  skills,  and  attitudes  he 
needs  to  ensure  healthful  behavior  appropriate  to  his 
level  of  development.
